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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR §1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR § 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR §1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR § 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR § 1.1 14. Applicants submission filed on 9 
August 2007 has been entered. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. The restriction requirement as set forth in the Office action mailed 1 1 December 
2002 is herein withdrawn as directed to the pending claims. Once a restriction 
requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. § 121 are no longer applicable. 
See In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 1211, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32 (CCPA 1971). See also 
MPEP § 804.01. The examiner had required restriction between product and process 
claims. Where applicant elects claims directed to the product, and a product claim is 
subsequently found allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise 
include all the limitations of the allowable product claim will be rejoined in accordance 
with the provisions of MPEP § 821 .04.

This rejection is repeated for the reason of record as set forth 
in the last Office action mailed 9 April 2007. Applicant's arguments filed 9 August 2007 
are noted but a rejection cannot be held in abeyance (see pages 10-1 1 of the 
Remarks).
